A GRAND SUMMER METEOR SHOWER 


Streaks of light will brighten the night sky around mid-month as one of the 
best and most dependable meteor showers reaches its peak. The Perseid meteors, 
so called because they appear to radiate from a point in the constellation Perseus, are 
at their peak on the night of August 12 and the morning of August 13. Viewing should 
be especially good this year because the Moon's phase is almost New. 

It's best to watch the Perseids ( or any other meteor shower, for that matter) 
from a location far from interfering city lights. (The Site is an excellent place for this). 
Be sure to arrive at your viewing site well ahead of time because it can take your eyes 
half and hour to fully adjust to the darkness. If you have sufficiently dark skies, you can 
expect to sea about sixty meteors per hour after midnight, although they won't 
necessarily be evenly distributed. 

The Perseids hold a special place in the history of meteor shower 
observations. In 1866 astronomers determined that the Perseids share their orbit with 
Comet 1862 ill, which completes one pass around the Sun approximately every 120 
years. This discovery led astronomers to conciude that the Perseid meteors are in fact 
tiny cust particles that have broken free of the comet, a "dirty snow-ball* of frozen gas 
and dust that leaves a trail of debris in its wake. 

As Earth intersects the comet's orbit each summer it Is bombarded by 
countless comet particles, most of which are no larger than a grain of sand. When 
they strike the Earth’s atmosphere at the astounding speed of 37 miles per second, 
nearly 135,000 miles per hour, the cometary particles vaporize producing a britliant 
streak of light across the night sky. Lets have a "viewing party” at the Site. Tnx K2JF. 


The Planets This Month 
Mercury visible in evening twilight, early to midmonth. 
Mars sets at 9 p.m. 
Saturn sets at 5 am. crosses the meridian at midnight. 
Perseid Meteors Aug 12, 13, & 14.

News, 8MK, was advertised by ihe paper in advance and received by many. The 
interest to “amateur receiving sets by the public began to grow.

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HURRICANE SEASON _ IS HERE 


With hurricane season in full swing, now is the time to be prepared for its 
demands. Here a few items to consider. 

Tracking Hurricanes... Hurricane and tropical storm positions are given in terms 
of latitude and longitude to the nearest one-tenth of a degree. Latitude lines run across 
hurricane tracking charts (maps) from left to right. Longitude lines run from bottom to 
top. Latitude gives the north-south position on the earth’s surface, longitude the east-west 
position. Therefore, by knowing the latitude and longitude of a storm, we can locate it on 
a map. As an example, try to locate 32.3 degrees north latitude and 64.8 degrees 
longitude. You should be very close to the island of Bermuda. Hurricane tracking charts 
can be purchased from ARRL at reduced price; 17 x22” - $12.50; 11 x 15” - $10.00, 8.5 
x 11" $8.50. Also, if you have an IBM PC computer I have a program called "Storm" that 
will allow you to foliow the storm and can be printed out on your printer. 


TROPICAL STORM AND HURRICANE TERMINOLOGY 
TROPICAL DISTURBANCE: An area of showers and thunderstorms that may have a 
slight cyclonic (counter clockwise "CC W*) surface circulation and maintains its identity for 
at least 24 hours. These are very common occurrences in the tropics. 

TROPICAL DEPRESSION: A storm system displaying a noticeable rotary circutation with 
maximum sustained wind speeds of 38 miles per hour (33knots). 

TROPICAL STORM: Displays a substantial rotary circulation with sustained winds of 39 
to 73 miles per hour (34-63 knots). When reaching tropical storm strength, a storm is 
given a name to aid in tracking. 

HURRICANE: Strong rotary circulation with sustained surface winds of 74 miles per hour 
(54 knots) or more. In the western North Pacific and most of the South Pacific, such 
storms are called Typhoons, in the Indian Ocean they are called Cyclones. 


Advisories, Watches and Warnings 
SMALL CRAFT ADVISORY: Alerts boaters to wind and sea conditions that might be 
hazardous to small boats. Usually wind speeds must be a least 20 miles per hour (18 
knots). Issued when a tropical storm or hurricane moves within several hundred miles of 
the coast. Boaters are advised to take precautions and not venture into the open sea. 
GALE WARNING: Coastal wind speeds between 39 and 54 miles per hour (34-47 kts). 
STORM WARNING: May be issued when winds of 55-73 miles per hour (48-63 kts) are 
expected on area waters. 
HURRICANE WATCH: Issued when there is a threat of hurricane conditions developing 
within 24 to 36 hours. 
HURRICANE WARNING: Hurricane conditions with winds of 74 miles per hour or 
more (64 kts) and/or dangerously high tides and waves are expected within 24 hours. 
Peopte within the warning area should begin to take action to protect life and property. 
TORNADO/SEVERE THUNDERSTORM WATCH: Tornadoes and severe 
thunderstorms often develop when hurricanes and tropical storms make landfall. A watch 
means these storms are possible. 
TORNADO/SEVERE THUNDERSTORM WARNING: Tornadocs or severe 
thunderstorms are occurring within the warning area.

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Note: If you wish to monitor storms when they are occurring here are some frequencies: 
International Assistance and Traffic Net (IATN). 14.303 MHz. 
Hurricane Watch Net (HWN): 14.325 MHz. 
Friendly Caribus Connection 14.283 MHz 
We have our own Weather Net run by Gene Bond WB2UVB and he gives local 
conditions on the GCARC repeater. Also all of our focal TV and radio stations give 
constant updates of severe weather conditions.

‘The Field Day pictures I promised are on the last couple of pages of this issuc. 
I'm not sure how they are going to turn out after going through so many transformations. 

Let me explain. The pictures started out as video shot by Jay, KB2ETV, with his 
camcorder. I then digitized selected frames from the video with my Robot 1200 SSTV 
scan converter. Next, the digitized data for each picture was uploaded from the 
Robot 1200 to my IBM clone computer and converted to a 64 level grey scale file that was 
compatible with my "paint" program. Once the pictures were loaded into the “paint” 
program they were then printed out on my laser printer using a technique that newspapers 
use called halftoning. Lastly, they were run through a copying machine.
